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Slupsk Airfield 

I. A Polish Air Ferae division is located on the Slupsk (Stolp) Airfield, near 
Isdgikewe (Setts) s about 1,5 km. east of Slupsk, This is an old German 
airfield whieh has been enlarged by I the Poles, The construction work was net 
finished at die time of observation^ Only gp (Service for Poland) men were 
employed as laborers in the aenstruetien work, iaeh year 1,000 SP men were 
eeneentrated at the field for this purpose. 

2» Bie airfield severs an area of about two by seven kilometers. The highway 
Joining Slupsk and Gdansk rune beside tie field and a railroad siding joins 
the field with the main railroad station at Slupsk. 

3, The field had three runways, eash about five kilometers long and 00 meters 
wide. On Runway No, .1, five trueks with gasoline and six MiO-10 jet air- 
eraft with Soviet pilots were kept in instant readiness.
